A OTJEER DEFEAT. 

Our contemporary goes iuto eostacies 
of delight over wLal it is pleased to term 
a " Government dofeat " iu tho Honso on 
Thursday lost; but the fucta of tho caso 
are so widely diflforent from thobo rolatetl 
by the SUtndard tbat a simi5lo aud truth- 
fnl narration of thorn will at once show 
that our contemporary is perfectly wel- 
come to all tho lanrols the oppoaitiou par- 
ty can possibly gather therefrom. Tho 
" defeat " took place on a debate originat- 
ing from a resolution moved by the sap- 
ient member for New Wosluiinstor Dis- 
trict—Mr. Armstrong— asking tho Houao 
to espresa the opinion " that tho inmatos 
of the Lunatic Asylum buikling, Victoria, 
should be at once removed to tho new 
Asylum, New Westminster." During tbs 
disouBsion that ensued the Chief Oom- 
jaisaionerof liands and Works and tho 
Attorney-General showed that it would bo 
unwiso to pass the resolution in its en- 
tirety if the torm " at once " wore to bo 
construed meaning at a day's notice, 
for the best and most simple of all rea- 
sons that according to tho report of a 
Oommission composed of gentlemen emi- 
nently qualified to form an opinion, cer- 
tain alterations were absolutely necessary 
before the new building could be consi 
dered in a lit condition to receive the un- 
fortunate lunatics at present in this city. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott therefore snggostod that 
tho introducer of tho resolution amend it 
by inserting the words "as soon as prau- 
ticabl" in Iteu of the term " at once," To 
this Mr. Armstrong objected— he wanted 
the transfer to be made sooner than prne 
ticable. But after a long debate the hou. 
gentleman apparently bocamo convinced 
of the absurdity of tho position ho had 
assumed and intimated as much by ad- 
• mitting that ho would be perfectly satis- 
fied if the transfer were mado " withiu a 
month or six weeki." That was exactly 
what the Government had baen contend- 
ing for and the Attorney-General imme- 
dintely expressed his aatisfaotion at the 
construction put on tho words " at once " 
by the introducer of tho resolution. All 
the Government desired was that uo uu 
due or unwise hasto should bo demanded 
of them— that, in the language of tho At- 
torney-General, the Government should 
not be asked to transfer the lunatics until 
the building was in some sort of coudi 
tion to receive them — that tboy should 
.not be asked to turn the uufortuuate in 
mates "ont of tho frying-pan iuto the 
fira." The amendment was therefore 
vrithdrawn. Before tho expiration of t 
month or six weeks many of the absolute 
ly necessary alterations to the new build- 
ing, rendered necessary by the incompe- 
tanco of tho ex Chief Commissioner, can 
be mado, and then and not until then can 
tho transfer with any show of deoeucy or 
regard for humanity Ijo nccoiuplished. If 
tho opposition think they hnvc made any 
capital by trying to force tho Government 
tdremOTO ttie lunatics before the Asylum 
at New Westminster is fit to receive them 
we fear they ore laboring under a painful 
hallucination and should themselves be 
provided with accommodation in tho new 
building; but on tho other hand tho Gov- 
ernment party are entitled to credit for 
demanding and obtaining reasonable time 
in which to prepare the structure for the 
reception of its future inmates. Jiad it 
not been for tho blundering stupidity of 
the lato Chief Commissioner neither the 
expense of a Commission, nor the delay 
for alterations, nor the detention of tho 
lunatics in the present unsuitable build 
ing would have been in any way necessa- 
ry. The inhumanity to the patients, if 
any really exists, therefore, is solely due 
to the ignorant, happy-go-lucky, hit or- 
miss policy of a former incumbent of the 
Lands and Works office. That gentleman 
is now in the opposition ranks and be- 
cause the Governmotit have insisted upon 
further time to remedy his blunders and 
have obtained what thoy demanded there- 
fore they have sustained defeat! Verily, 
this is an argument worthy of the source 
. > from vbioh it emanates. 

aUAETZ MINING PEOSPECTS. 

Tho intelligence conveyed in our esclu- 
sivo telegram from Barkervillo of 
Wednesday last is of more im- 
portance than the casual reader 
would imagine. The announcement that 
the Bnterprlso Company had reached tho 
Bon&DSsa ledge will be accepted by thoso 
whc) know the ground as showing that the 
ledge is extensive because the strike in the 
Enterprise proves the existence of the lode 
in the range of claims that lie between it 
and the Cariboo Company's claim, 
and sustains the correctness of Mr. E. li. 
Harper's opinion as to the course of tho 
ledge, which is destined soon to astonish 
the world with its richness. An im- 
mense body of milling ore now lies 
in sight of and at the command of the 
company's workman. It will be remem- 
bered that the Cariboo Quartz Company's 
tunnel tapped tho Bonanza ledge last fall. 
Since then tho company have sunk as 
vigorously as the imporfeet appliances at 
their command would admit. As they 
go down tho quality of tho rock 
steadily improves. Every few feet assoys 
have been made, and early in the present 
week (as we learn from Wednesday's din 
patch) Ihoy struck ore that gives an aver 
ngs assay of glOO to tho ton, tho milling 
value of which would be from 650 to §00 
per ton. In mining parlance this average 
is '•'simply immense." Has anyone taken 
the trouble to "figure" on this result? 
Suppose a mill capable of crushing 50 
tons daily eroctod on the spot. Tho 
yield would bo from 82,500 to §3,000 
perday of 24 hours; from $75,000 to S90,- 
000 per month; or about a million 
dollars each yoar. Fixing^ tho total 
cost of production at the outside tigare — 
815 per ton— the daily, oost of min- 
ing and milling 50 tons would not ex- 
ceed S750 per day; §22,500 per month; 
or S270,000 per nnuum — leaving n clear 
profit each yeor of S730,000 on an in- 
vestment- of from §75,000 to 6100,000. 
The profit would be limited only by tho 
Bumuor of hands engaged in mining and 
the stamps employed in crushing the ore, 
"Oh!" the reader will exclaim, "you aio 
piling on tho paint— you are rose-coloring 
the picture." Not at all. If tho assays 
'be correct, the profit wo have indicated is i 
under rather than oyer the mark. Expe- ] 
rienoe has shown: this. Can any 



California and Nevada show rock that will 
assay an average of §100 to the ton? Thero 
are not a baker's dozen. The great Bo- 
nanza claims on the Comstock ledgo yield 
less than SlOO to the ton. Each certifi- 
cate of stock ropresouts a piece of ground 
on the ledge thinner than tho thinnest 
gold leaf ever, rolled. Yetoach infinites- 
simal part of the lodge has paid its 
holder in dividends $2 a mouth for sovenil 
years past. la there ony reason why 
the Cariboo Bonanza should not equal, 
perhaps surpass, ^tho Comstock ledgo in 
richness? The outcrop of tho Coumtook 
assayed §8 to tho ton; the outcrop of tho 
Cariboo Bonanza assays §21. Sovanty- 
ilve feet beneath tho surface the Cariboo 
Bonanza assays SlOO to tho ton. Why 
(^honld it not assay $1,000 to the tou 
lower down on the ledgo ? It has boon 
demonstrated that the Cariboo Bonanza 
was cut through ages ago by William 
Creek. From William Crook, within a 
distance of four milos. was taken S-IO,- 
(100,000 in gold. Tho Government Min- 
iug Engineer has reported that tho Bo- 
nanza lodge supplied the gold found iu 
this ond other creeks. Tho source, then, 
of all tho gold taken from tho alluvial 
diggings is tho Bonanza Quartz Ledge. 
Tho mining and milling of tlio oro in that 

cdgo will shortly beooiue tho chief in- 
dustry of tho Province. We conlidontly 
anticipate, from results already obtained, 
that tho yield of precious metal will bo 
such as to attract population hithorward 
from nil parts of tho world. Who would 

venture, in tho faoo of results already 
achieved, to place an estiinata on tho 

present or prospective value of tho qini t/, 

mining resources of the Province? 

GAS INSPECTIOil. 

The Deijartmont of Inland lievonuo 
report relating to gas iuspoction gives 
some intoreBtiug information. Thu gas 
at Montreal, Toronto, Hamilton, Halifax, 
Quebec, Ottawa, St. John, and Pict'ju 
i« reported upon. Tho report itjilicali'ii 
that Toronto is the worst supplied of all 
these places, as respoctn tho illnmiuating 
power of the gas. The standard there is 
only twelve caudles, whereas at St. John, 
Montreal and Quebeo it is fourteen, and 
and at Halifax aud Pioton sixteen can- 
dles. Toronto gas was found to be below 
its standard on four ocoasioos, while in 
only one other iostance, at St. John, was 
the gas found to be below the standard. 
As respects imi)urities, says tho Glube, 
Toronto gas compares batter with that of 
other places than it does iu illuminating 
power. The standard allowance of sul- 
phur per 100 cubic fcot is twenty grniii.«, 
and of ammonia two grains. Toronto 
gas on no inspection exceeded its allow- 
ance of snlphur, and only on four in- 
spections tho allowance of ammonia. 
Montreal gas was never found, excepting 
on two insjioctious, to contain less than 
double its ijroper quantity of sulphur, 
and usually twico or tlirco limts its 
allowance of ammonia. The figures relat- 
ing to impurity are uot given in other 
places, except in QHcboc and Ottawa, and 
thou aro apparently transposed. Oa.s 
meters were presented for vorilication to 
the number of •1,725, about oue sixth 
being wet meters. Thero wore 5C-1 only 
correct, 1,904 going too fast, and 1,923 
too slow. Most of them were easily cor- 
rected, 248 being finally |rejected.' The 
annual cost of the gas-tesling was §9,639, 
and the amount of fees collected 82,770. 
Tho total value of the standards, llttinf.:s, 
etc., has b( onS21,877. Tho inspoolioii 
went iuto operation at Montreal, Toronto, 
Hamilton, Halifax, St. John, and Qnoboc 
in 187G; ut Ottawa and Piotou in 1877. 
Inspection di.stricts have been established 
for Brantford, Fredericton, Nowca.stki, 
Chatham and Port Hope, but the inspec- 
tion had not gone into operation at the 
time the report w:>s made up.

Answer:- 1 regiot to t!i.y tliaiathe roso 
lution £\ppears to have been mitlaid and 
po action has boon taken in the matter, 
b^t it will be at once forwarded with an 
explanation, 

CONSTITUTION AltENDSJENT BILL. 

Debate on Mr, Beaven's amendment re- 
bumed. 

Mr. Tolmie, in reply to Mr. Hum- 
pbroys, ridiculed the idea of that gentle- 
man presuming to know the sentiment of 
Lillooet bolter than the junior represen- 
tative for that district. The lion, gentle- 
iijtin then read a letter signed by 23 voters 
pf Victoria District e:qnc:-:sing an 
opinion in favor of dividing tlie district, 
each subdivision returning a member. 
Some of tbo signer.s of the Ictler bo said 
were formerly opponents of bis, but 
since the introduction of the redistribu- 
tion bill and his support of it, they bad 
become atrcugly in favor of him. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The question was then pnt and tbo 
amendment was negatived by a vote of 13 
'td'llf and the House went into commit 
tee, Mr. "Williams ih the oboir. 



Mr. Speaker took his seat in committee, 
and claimed a right to take part in the 
debate. 

The Oxjposition objected. 

Mr. Humphreys quoted to show that it 
was nnuBaal and indecent for Mr. Speaker 
to vote in committee. 

Mr. Speaker said that the bon. gentlo- 
niaii kntvv well that on a former occasion, 
when bo liappened to be on tbo same 
side of the question a-^ho (Mr. H.), be had 
talicu part iu debat.'s and voted in com- 
mittee. If it weru right then, why should 
it bo wrong now ? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys contended that if any 
jioint of order had to bo decided the chair 
would rise and appaul to Mr. Speaker, 
which would bo appealing from Cicsar to 
Cii;sur. 

Messrs. Gordon and Smith contended 
tbo objection was not well taken, and 
quoted to show (hat Spdukers cf the 
House of Commons frequently spoke and 

voted in committee. 

Mr. Mara inttnuced sororal occasions 
wherein Mr. Sjieakor followed a similar 
practice in the Local House, but thought 
uiileas tbo (juestion under discussion ma- 
terially aO'eeted Mr. Speaker's consti- 
tueirta, it would be as well if Mr. Speaker 
divl not contend for his right. The dis- 
cussion was, however promatuie, as Mr. 
Speaker bail not yet signified his inten- 
tion to vote. When be did, objection 
might be taken. 

iilr. Walkom objected on tho grounds 
that Mr. Speaker had refused on a former 
occasion to vote in oommittco whon the 
late administration was vitally concerned. 
H ) held it was most iudoouut for Mr. 
Si>eakor to take any partizau position 
ntw. 

Mr. Fisher said if it was indecent now, 
it must also have been three years ago, 
when Mr. Walkem, as just admitted, en- 
deavored to induce Mr. Speaker to vote 
to save tho former administration. It was 
nnreasouablo and uufair to su^jposc that 
Victoria City should not have the benefit 
of her full vote on tho floor of tho House 
on this important measure. (Hear, 
bear,) 

Ml. Speaker said he regretted the loader 
of the Opposition bad become so excited 
and thought fit to use such language as 
"indecent;" but to avoid further discus- 
sion he would waive his right to vote 
in committee except ou points that 
aflectod the citj' of Victoria, which place 
bo had tho honor to roprosent. Then he 
would insist on bis right being recognized, 
both as regards this monsure and in com- 
mittees of .supply and ways and menns. 
III! had not signilied his intention of vot- 
iLg to any lion, uiomber, until challenged 
by the Oppo.-itiou; then as ho eaw they 
wore Homov.'liat excited, he replied, "Yes, 
I idmll." (Hoar, bear.) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said there was nothing 
iu tbo rules of tho House antagonistic to 
iMr. Speaker taking part in the debato. 
He contended that he had a right to do 
so, notonlyas Mr. Speaker.but as a repre- 
seutative for Victoria city — a private 
member. 

Mr. Speaker quoted from May in sup- 
port of his position. With reference to an 
allusion made by tho junior member for 
(Jariboo, to the effect that ho (Mr. S.) 
was i^lo'lged to sniiport the Opposition, 
bo would remind that - gentleman that he 
bad not come into committee to bandy 
words with any member, but would state 
that 80 late as this morning ho had con- 
versed with some of Mr. Evans' consti- 
tuents, who wore unanimously of opinion 
that bo (Mr. E.) was not fit to be a mem- 
ber of tho House. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Sir. Smitbe quoted from standard 
autliorities to show that the position as- 
sumed by Mr. Speaker us to sitting in 
committee, as well iis in appointing the 
cliairman from tho opposition, was in ac- 
cordance with parliamentary usage. He 
would bo sorry if Mr. Speaker allowed 
himself to be persuaded to retire from the 
committee, altbotigh he regretted that his 
having taken his seat had been the cause 
of so much waste of time. 

Mr. Evans said bo would resign and 
contest Cariboo district with Mr. Speaker. 
(Oh, oh.) 

Mr. Sp. aker said that it would be both 
unparliamentary and ungentlemanly to 
ra a Ice a bet in tho House; bub ho would 
venture to assort that at the next election 
bo (Jlr. Speaker) would bead the poll for 
Victoria City. (Hear, hoar.) 

jNIr. Eisber said that Mr. Speaker was 
in duty bound to his constituency to ex- 
ercise his right in committee. 

Mr. Speaker said it was impossible for 
him under tbo constitution to "W1UT6 his 
right; but to put a stop to further discus- 
sion he would abstain from voting except 
on questions affocting his constituency. 

Mr. Gordon asked if Mr. Boavon was 
opposed to Mr. Speaker voting in com- 
iiiilteo ou questions affecting Victoria 
(Ji y? He thought the hon. gentleman's 
constituents should know. (Hear.) 

Mr. Beaven sold thai the hon. member 
might got rich if ho would mind his own 
business. 

Mr. Gordon— You'll never get rich on 
that princii)le, for you've no business to 
mind. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Fisher — He might got a portfolio. 
(Laughter, and "not much.") 

Mr. A'-Ii said that the Speaker had n 
most undouljted right to sit in a Commit- 
tee, but ho did not consider that he should 
do FO for ho was .'supposed to be impartial 
in all matteifi and he did not think he 
would, if called ou, bo able to give a cool 
and impartial decision when perhaps he 
had been speaking during , a heated de- 
bato. 

Mr. Speaker said he could not possibly 
waive a right which ho constitutionally 
held, and when the clause relating to 
Victoria City came up he would take a 
seat in committee and vote on tho clause; 
in support of bis position bo quoted the 
ease of Speaker Dennison, who sat and 
voted ou tho Inland revenue and Customs 
Kill. 

Mr. Ash considered that before tho Bill 
was discussed in Committee that the 
House should be famished with farther 
information with rospeot to the Districts, 
and moved that the Oommittee rise, re- 
port and ask leave to sit again. Lost. 
Clause 1. 

Mr. Mara suggested that this olauie 
stand over till the rest of the Bill had 
passed, as if not it would tie the House 
down to the Bill as it is^ whereas there 
might be amendments moved. 

Hon. IMr. Smithe thought it would bo 
well to commouco at schedule A. 

Mr. Beaven objected, and wanted the 
Bill proceeded with iu the usual manner. 
Ho said ho intended to vote against the 
House consisting of 33 members as ho 
felt sure tho country did not require such 
au increase, and to find if this was not the 
case be atlvocated that the Bill should be 
yoforred to the people to decide on. The 
h'ou. gentleman then proceeded to attack 
tho Government and accuse them of hav- 
ing delayed tho business of the House by 
making use of tho rule to have Govern- 



ment business put first on the list, and 
asked that tho Government should go to 
tho country. 

Mr. Armstrong asked how many mem- 
bers the Government intended to compose 
the Honsa of, for already ia the first 
olanso are their snpportars divided and 
how can they then pass tho Bill. Tbo 
hon. gentleman then branched otl' to the 
assessment roll, which, bo said, tho Gov- 
ernment had not yet received from tho 
various electoral districts, and wanted to 
know hpw they were going to draw up 
their estimates ? With reference to the 
Bill ho Bald the Mainland should have 
more members than the Island, and want- 
ed a fair representation for Now M''cst- 
minster, which up to this date hud never 
been properly represented. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said tho hon. gentlo- 
man was not satisfied with the number of 
rtpresentativos for his district and other 
gentlemen desired less, so there was a 
division in tho Opposition. Was not this 
a very strong argument to allow this 
clause to stand over for ho may bo nbla to 
show clearly that New Westminster 
should have another member, and it would 
bo impossible for any imj^ortant amend- 
ments to be made if tho number ho tied 
down to 33. The Qovornmont were not 
wedded to the bill as it now stood for 
theydosiro that it should he made a really 
good bill, and they would of course allow 
any reasonable amendments to be intro- 
duced. Speaking of tho ussossmout rolls 
the hou. gentleman said that ut tho time 
ho had called for information ho had told 
him that he could not furnish him with nil 
tho assessment rolls; but the uextjday lie 
sent circulars to the difl'eront collectors to 
send in their returns, and ho bad iu an- 
swer received nearly all tho returns, 
which be was given to understand tho 
hon. gentleman bad seen. [Hear, hear.] 
Mr. Armstrong denied that ho hnd seeu 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said tho auditor had 
told him only a few minutos since thut lio 
had shown Mr. Armstrong tho returua. 
Mr. Armstrong said it was a mistake. 
Hou. Mr. Smitho saio tbo Government 
had laid before the Houso all possible 
information, and if called for the assess- 
ment rolls could now bo brought in. Ho 
considered that it was not absolutely ne- 
cessary to have all the returns in before 
compiling tho estimates. Tho hon. gen- 
tleman, when ho was Financo Minister, 
had boon obliged to do so with incom- 
plete returns, as from two or three dis- 
tricts the returns had only been brought 
in mado up to the 30th September. 

Mr. Armstrong said Lo did not want 
the Bill at all, but that if itfwere to be 
forced through, then all ho wanted was a 
fair roiirosontatiou for New Westminster. 
Ho bad not scon tho returns, but tha 
auditur had told bim that ho could sea 
tbtm. 

Mr.Smith saw no difficulty in laying the 
clause over, nor did he see any difhoulty in 
passing it; but he coDsidflred it more ad- 
visable to lay it over. The hon. gentle- 
man had complained of Now WoBtminster 
not being fairly represented. Why they 
are to have on o.\tra member, and ho cer- 
tainly srtw nothing to grumble at in that. 
New Westminster wos, of course, an im- 
portant place, and came next to Yale. Ho 
did not mean to ^flatter tho hon. gentlo- 
man; but it was a fact. He was sorry that 
the members of tbo Opposition did not 
follow moro in the footsteps of their 
leader, who know more about Bills and 
law than all bis followers, and had more 
common sonso. "What had Mr. Beaven 
done but blot out Mr. "Wulkem's Ballot 
Bill, one whieb was a pattern to any 
country? But the hon, gantloman was 
jealous of his leader, and wanted Ids 
name put ou tho top of a Bill. Tho idea 
of not being able to ultor a Government 
Bill was absurd. It is done time after 
time, but of cour."o it must he done with 
tho consent of the Uovornmeut, for you 
oAQUot force an athendment t« it, 

Mr. Fisher spoko in favor of the clause, 
which is an important one, being laid 
over till tho schedules bad been passod, for 
amendments might bo introduced, wliioh 
would .titer the number of members. 

Tho committee roso and asked leave to 
ait again. 
Leave was granted for Monday. 

BETDK5. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid on the table a re- 
turn relating to the school tax. Also 

a return of correspondence and instruc- 
tions to the Inspectors of Mines. 
Tho House then adjourned till 7:30p.m, 

EVENING SESSION. 



Mr. Beaven moved tho adoption of the 
report on the Corporations Bill. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott said the fees for filing 

certificates and ijublicntion in Gazelle were 
inadequate. 

Postponed till Monday nest for amend- 
ment. 

SHF31FlfS' AMKNDMENT BILL. 

Mr. Galbraith moved the second read- 
ing of this bill, the object of which is to 
provide a Sheriff for the district of Koot- 
enay. Tho hon. gentleman pointed out 
the disadvantages under which the dis- 
trict labors owing to the absence of a local 
sheriff. 

Hon. Mr, Elliott promised that aSheriff 
should bo provided for the district and 
stated that the Government was already 
in communication with tbo Sheriff of Now 
^Yestminstor district ooncomiug the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Gordon asked if it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to provide a simi- 
lar oflicer for Nanaimo and Cassiar. Debt- 
ors were in the habit of absconding from 
the former district before tho Sheriff of 
Victoria could be communicated with, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that if iho 
present law did not provide aufflciontly 
for Nanaimo ho would introduce a bill 
during tbo present session creating a 
Sheriff for the district. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Walkem said it was not neoessury to 
pay a Sheriff for Kootsnay or Nanaimo 
except by fees, and ho was in favor of 
proceeding with tho bill and inserting a 
clause pioviding for Nanaimo, Ho con- 
tended a roliablo officer should be ap- 
pointed for each place distinct from Vic- 
toria or Now Wostminstor, as tho greatest 
difilculty existed in carrying out tho law 
by deputy, who naturally liid not exer- 
cise the t^ame tact and diligence as his 
chief. 

Hon. Mr, Elliott said that Sheriffs, if 
appointed for tho di.stricts named, would 
expect some remuneration from the Gov- 
erniuent, as it was not likely tboy would 
run the risk of breaking open tho wrong 
house, seizing tbo wrong furniture or 
falling into other error for the morg sake 
offeeg, H# vroald repeat thai 'lie was in 
coinmunioation with tho Sheriff of Now 
Westminster, and if any difficulty took 
place a bill should bo introduced to pro- 
vide a shoriff for the districts named. ' 

Mr. Gordon favored tbo direct appoint- 
ment of an officer by the Qovemniont. 
The Sheriff would then be responsible to 



the Government and aflVura would bo con- 
ducted ou a much moro satisfactory basis 
thaa if a deputy acted. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tbo existing Act 
provided for sheriffs giving bonds for the 
proper exeontion of their duties, and it 
could not be expected that a sheiiff would 
do 90 if he were only to receive fees. The 
sheriff of Now Wostminstor had by tbo 
Act to provide for Kooteu-ty, but if a 
sheriff" were not under sureties what re- 
dress would an injured resident have? 
The sheriff of New Westminster accepted 
the office, knowing that he would have to 
provide for Kootenay. 

Mr. Galbraith said bis reason for intro- 
ducing the Bill was because the sheriff of 
Now Westminster had failed to provide 
au officer for Kootenay. He did not think 
a salaried officer was necessary, but tho 
appointment of a resident constable to 
fulfil the duties of tho ollice and receive 
fees would answer every purpose. If the 
Government would promise to provide 
such an ollicor be would droj) tho Bill. 

The Bill was accordingly dropped. 

lllllTISH COLDiini.l EXPllGBS C011P1.NY. 

Mr. Mara moved the second reading of 
this Bill, which is one to incorporate au 
express company for tha purpose of trans- 
porting passengers, goods, mouoy, &o. 

The Bill passed a second reading and 
was committed, Mr. Fisher iu tho chair. 

Tha Bill incorporates Messrs. F. J, 
Barnard, G. A. Sargisou, P. S. Barnard, 
S. Tingley and J. Hamilton, with a capi- 
tal stock of 3200,000. divided into 1000 
shares of .S200 each, Messrs. G. A. Sar- 
gisou, S. Tingley and J. Hamilton being 
api)oiiitod directors pro teni. 

Tbo Bill passed through committee, was 
reported and road a third time. 

B. 0. MHiLIKU AND MINING CO. 

Mr. Beaven moved the second reading 

of a bill to incorporate tho B. C. Milling 
and Mining Co., remarking that tho title 
of the bill fiignihod its purport. 

Tho Bill passod a second reading and 
was couunittoil, Mr. Cowan in the Chair. 

Tho Bill provides that tho company 
shall have a capital stock of SC25,000 in 
125,000 aharos of $5 each, and gives the 
company power to acquire, as by law pro- 
vided, lands, mining rights and claims, 
quartz ledges and lodes, and to construct, 
maintain and purchase such mills, build- 
ings and miichinory as they may deem fit. 
No contract shall be entered into or work 
performed unless the oompany has to its 
credit a sufficient amount of monoy to 
meet tho liability so to be incurred. 

Mr. Walkem moved the insortion of an 
amendment to tbo contract olauso render- 
ing directors cognizant of and assenting 
to a violation thereof liable jointly and 
separately for treble tho value of work so 
performed. 

The bill passed through Oommittoe 
with the exception of claueo 13 referring 
to lotting of contracts. 

CIIDRCtI PHOPERTT ItlLL. 

Mr. Ash moved tho second reading of 
this bill, which ia one to empower the 
Bishop of Columbia to convey Church 
lands and incorporates trustees holding 
such lands. 

All clauses having passed without am- 
endment the committee roso and the Bill 
passed its final reading. 

OOUKTX OOUKTS BIIiIi. 

With Mr. 'Galbraith iu the chair the 

Houso wont into committee on this Bill. 

Tho Bill was introduced by Mr. Ash to 
empower the Lieutocaut-Governor in 
Council to alter and revoke rules and or- 
ders for the procedure of the County 
Courts, and also regulate the scale of 
fees. 

Olauso 1, repealing the Act vesting the 
Judges of the Supremo Court with power 
to make the rules and orders, was struck 

out. 

Mr.Tolmio thereupon advised the mover 
of tho Bill to withdraw it and bring in a 
rosolution in its stead. 

Mr. Ash said when ho wanted the hon, 
gentleman's advice he would ask him for 
it. 

Mr. Walkem — I would support the hon. 

gontleman 

Dr. Ash (violently) — I don't want your 
support. It's worse than your opposition. 
(Ohoura from the Government aide.) 

A short debate then ensued on the gen- 
eral object of the bill during which both 
tbo loader of tho Qovornment and the 
leader of the Oppoailion gave their rea- 
sons for opposing tho measure. They 
both agreed that the scale of fees should 
be lowered, but that as far as altering the 
rules and order of procedure of the Coun- 
ty Courts it was oonsidered that the 
judges were the moat competent to deal 
with the subject. With reference to fees 
tho Attorney-General said that last year 
an order in Council had been passod re- 
commending tho judges to lower the fees. 
That recommendation had been acted on 
and the scale made uniform. 

On motion of Mr. Gordon the Chair 
roso, tho bill being killed by a largo 
majority. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p. m. 

on Mondav next. 



Challenged and Fonked. 

Captain Evans, tho "middle member" 
for Cariboo, to whom gray hairs have not 
brought wisdom, has rendered himself 
obnoxious during tho present session by 
challenging Government members to re- 
sign and run against him for re-election 
Yesterday, in an unwise moment, ho inti- 
mated that Mr. Speaker (the Houso being 
in committi;o) did not truly represent 
Victoria City. Mr. Speaker retorted that 
ho did not foar tho resrjlt of an election 
at any moment, and added that several of 
Captain Evans' constituents had told him 
(Mr. Speaker) that very day that ho was 
not fit to sit in the Houso. The captain's 
face turned as red os a boiled crab at this 
homo thrust, which ho took meekly 
enough. Presently a note was bonded 
him. Ho opened tho envelope, glanced 
oyer tho contents, then tore the note in 
pieces, cast them ou tbo floor beneath 
bia feet, seized his hat and hurried into 
the lobby, lieportsays the note contained 
a challenge from Mr. Bob Smith to the 
"middle membor" to resign bis seat for 
Cariboo and run against the writer for 
ro-olection. Tho captain declines tho 
honor, and tho Houso hopos it has board 
the last of him and his frothy challenges 
for this session, at least.
